M r. Randolph contended that this 
was not a conte s. t between the rich and 
the poor, as it had been represented ; on 
the contrary, u wab a question between 
the landed interest and the transient 
passenger j for the richest man in V ir­ 
ginia (m money, siock, &c.) would no4 
oe allowed io vote, itoiesshe was a free­ 
h o ld e r.^ There had, he said, a fervor 
prevailed in that state for a short lim e, 
lor aitering the consiitutioo(b7 means of 
a convention) so as to extend the right 
ot sufl'rage : but it imd subsided on re­ 
flection ; for it was found that the con­ 
vention would be nothing more than the 
old house oi delegates \n th a nick name. 
As to the argum ent of the gentUnian 
from M aryland (M r. W right) that a 
man possessing 25,000 acres, m ight piu-

T he C ourt o t Enquiry, authorised and 
required by preccpt issued by th e'H o ­ 
norable the Secretary of the Navy of the 
U. States, bearin;; date the 24th of July, 
1811,have,in coniormity with the same, 
m inutely examined into every circum 
stance stated in the letter of John Rodg­ 
ers, Esq. bearing date, ofT Sandy-Hook, 
May the 23d, 1611, and addressed to 
the Hon. the Secretary of the Navy of 
the U. States, relative to the affair be- 
tw^-enthe U. States frigate the Presi 
dent, and H B M . ship LlUe or Little 
B e lt; and having taken all the testim o­ 
ny that could in any m anner or degree 
elucidate facts, do, In obodience to the 
aforesaid preccpt, stale all the facts that 
have been disclosed. 


1st— It has been proved, to the satis 
faction of the Court, that Commodore 
Kodgers, on perceiving H. B. M. ship 
the Little-Belt to be a ship of war, made 
every exertion to come up with her be­ 
fore dark, 


2d.— T hat the flag of the U. States 
w'as displayed on board the U. States 
frigate the President, as soon as H .B.M . 
ship the Little-Belt was discovered to 
be a ship of war. and was kept flying 
until noon of the following day. 


3d — T hat Capt. Bingham acknow- 
ledjrcd that the broad pendant of the 
U 
frigate the President had been dls- 
linguished, during the .chase, from 
H B.M. ship the Little-Belt. 


4th.— That no colors were perceived 
flying on board H.B.M . ship the L ittle- 
Hell, until she hove-to ; and that it was 
loo dark, to distinguish to what nation 
they belonged.
